ef any kind. She is fighting for no ad: 
vantage or selfish object of her own, 
but for the liberation of peoples every- 
where from the aggressions of auto- 
cratic force. The ruling classes in Ger- 
many have begun of late to profess a 
like Mberality and justice of purpose, 
but only to preserve the power they 
have set up in Germany and the self- 
ish advantages which they have wrong- 
ly gained for themselves and their pri- 
vate projects of power all the way from 
Berlin to Bagdad and beyond. Govern- 
ment after government has by their in- 
fluence, without open conquest of its 
territory, been linked together in a net 
of intrigue directed against nothing 
leas than the peace and liberty of the 
world. The meshes of that intrigue 
must be broken, but cannot be broken 
unless wrongs already done are un- 
done, and adequate measures must be 
taken to prevent it from ever again 
being rewoven or repaired. 

“Of course, the imperial German gov- 
ernment and those whom it is using for 
their own undoing sare seeking to 
obtain pledges that the war will end in 
the restoration of the status quo ante. 
It was the status quo ante out of which 
this iniquitous war issued forth, the 
power of the imperial German govern- 
ment within the empire and its wide- 
spread domination and influence outside 
of that empire. That status must be 
altered in such fashion as to prevent 
any such hideous thing from ever hap- 
pening again. 

“We are fighting for the liberty, the 
self-government and the undictated de- 
velopment of all peoples and every fea- 


ture of the settlement that concludes 
this war must be conceived and exe- 
cuted for that purpose. Wrongs must 
first be righted and then adequate safe- 
uards must be created to prevent their 
eing committed again. e 3 t not 
to consider remedies merely because 
they have a pleasing and sonorous 
sound.

Jam not willing, in the name of 
democracy, to give up every right the 
individual has,” said Senator Smith. 
“We are proposing to lodge autocratic 
and unlimited power in the hands of 
individuals without reference to any- 
thing except their arbitrary and des- 
potic judgments.” 

He said if he were willing to give 
any individual such power it would be 
the present occupant of the white 
house, but he considered it a danger- 
ous innovation and showed that in car- 
rying out the program proposed the 
power lodged in the president would 
have to be delegated to other indi- 
viduals of his choice. 

In opposing the Adamson Dill, which 
has already passed the house, con- 
ferring broad powers upon the presi- 
dent to give preference or priority in 
transportation to certain kinds of 
traffic, Senator Smith said: 

“Why, senators, can we not determine 
what kind of tribunal we wish to pass 
on these questions, and can we not pre- 
scribe the rules and regulations, and 
can we not set a standard? 

‘I would say without hesitation that 
they might give preference to the 
prompt movement of the military and 
naval foroes of the United States, and 
all eupplies therefor, and all mate- 
rials necessary to be used in the man- 
ufacture of arms, munitions and equip- 
ment, and all foodstuffs necessary for 
the army of the United States or neces- 
sary to be shipped abroad for the ar- 
mies of our allies. I would be perfect- 
ly willing to create some kind of tri- 
bunal to regulate and control all those 
matters, but I should like to have con- 
gress prescribe some rules of — 
and name the organization and pas 
upon the occupants of the offices When 
they come.

BRITISH FLIERS 
CONTROLLED AIR 
IN YPRES DRIVE 


British Headquarters in France, June 
9.—(Via London, June 10. By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The manner in which 
the British flying corps dominated: the 
air during the battle of Messines ridge 
on Thursday and completely smothered 
the German aviation service for the 
time being, is one of the most thrilling 
and remarkable stories of the entire 
war. 

Far back of the German lines the 
British planes searched out troops in 
every hamlet, town and village. In sev- 
eral places they saw them gathering or 
marching in the main streets, where- 
upon they flew down low at times and 
opened a fire which scattered the gray-~- 
clad soldiers in all directions. All pilots 
report that their accurate fire had a 
most demoralizing effect upon the hos- 
tile troops. Convoys and ammunition 
and supply columns were attacked 
while on the march and the disorganiz- 
ed men left their teams and auto- 
mobiles on the roads while they sought 
shelter in nearby ditches, 

One British pilot patrolled a road 
for half an hour before he saw any- 
thing to shoot at.

The week wilt be celebrated 
all over the United States, and every 
city and every town wil] be asked to 
do its share in assisting the marine 
corps in getting its quota of recruits. 
Four thousand men are needed. 

Local organizations have been asked 
to join hands with Lieutenant Colvo- 
coresses, marine recruiting officer, in 
re the effort of the local office in 
| Atlanta a complete success. 3 

The marine corps is the oldest branch 
of.service in the United States, it is 
stated, It was formed before the regu- 
lar army or the navy came into exist- 
ence. For many years it has consisted 
of ten regiments of 1,000 men each, but 
an act of congress recently increased 
the number to 30,000 men. 

Company to Each Ship.

Landing parties in foreign ports are 
generally headed by the marine detach- 
ment, which goes into action first, both 
in infantry. work and with field pieces. 
After the trouble is quieted and the ac- 
tion is over, the marine detachment 
usually takes charge of the situation 
—and bears a reputation for keeping it 
well in hand, 

The United States marine corps was 
first called into existence by an act 
of the continental congress of Novem- 
ber 10, 1775, and served gallantly 
throughout the revolutionary war. It 
was disbanded at the close of the war, 


April 11, 1782, but was reorganized and 


permanently established July 1. 1798. 

From that day to this its officers and 
men have served in every action and 
have participated in practically every 
expedition that has taken place. 

In their service aboard ship, the ma- 
rines are trained to handle quick fir- 
ing rifles of the heavier calibers, up 
to seven-inch guns. Also, they are 
equipped to go ashore at an instant’s 
notice, 

Quick Action Required. 

Great mobility and quick action are 
required. They are kept in readiness 
to depart for service at the moment of 
call, and have seen service in Tripoli, 
Egypt, Algiers, Mexico, Japan, China, 
Porto Rico, Panama, Nicaragua, Korea, 
San Domingo, Formosa, Sumatra, 
Hawali, Samoa, Guam, Alaska and the 
Philippines. 

The pay of the marine is equal to 
that of the army and of the navy, both 
of which have recently been increased 
by congress. In addition, the marine 
receives twenty per cent ‘increase for 
his service in foreign parts, and the 
same amount when at sea.

Captain D. N. Ingraham, of 
U. S. S. St. Louis, Obtain- 
ed Release of American 
Citizen Though Surround- 
ed by Enemy Warships.

In these times of war, patriotism 
is aroused and inspiration born in re- 
calling the lives and deeds of those 
heroes upon which our national honor 
and pride is founded. 

Bravery is a quality which never 
loses its luster; deeds of our past he- 
roes live today in the hearts of all 
true Americans. These heritages which 
have been handed down to us will 
never fade in glory, and may it never 


be justly said that the great deeds of 
yesterday were handed down to an un- 
deserving and unpatriotic generation. 

Especially today, when the young 
men of America are being urged to ral- 
ly to the flag in defense of the na- 
tional honor and the spirit of our fore- 
fathers, does it seem most fitting to 
recall the gallant deeds of those men 
who have left records as enduring as 
the hills and names that are written 
indelibly on the pages of time. 

Sea Has Ita Herees. 

The south is the land of hero-wor- 
shipers. Those incomparable soldiers 
who answered the first call of the con- 
federacy, who followed Pickett on that 
heroic charge at Gettysburg and laid 
down arms with Lee at Appomattox, 
are the prototypes that the south holds 
forth for ideal soldiers. We are proud 
of our soldiers on land, but prone to 
forget our great men of the sea. 

The naval exploit that stands out as 
the most daring in American history 
is that of Captain Duncan N. Ingraham, 
a South Carolinian, who,as commander 


of the American battleship “St. Louis,” 
sailed into the harbor of Smyrna, which 
is on the coast of Turkey, and on July 
2, 1853, demanded an American citi- 
zen, Martin Koszta, who was held on a 
charge of political treason, from the 
whole Austrian fleet. 
Father of Atiantan. 

The man was delivered over to the 
French consul, as was demanded by 
Captain Ingraham, and for his heroic 
action he was presented with a gold 
medal by the president of the United 
States. This medal is today in pos- 
session of the captain’s son, F. L. In- 
graham, of 406 Courtland street, At- 
lanta. 

The following inscription is on the 
medal: “Presented by the President 
of the United States to Commander 
Duncan N. Ingraham as a testimonial 
of the high sense entertained by con- 
gress of his gallant and judicious con- 
duct on the 2d of July, 1853. 

“Joint resolution of congress, August 
4th, 1854.” 

On the other side of the medal is an 
engraving of the American ship “St. 
Louis,” surrounded by the Austrian 
vessels, in the harbor of Smyrna, when 
Captain Ingraham, of the American 
vessel, demanded Martin Koszta from 
the whole Austrian fleet. In the fore- 
ground is a small boat which repre- 
sents Captain Ingraham leaving the 
Austrian ship with Koszta, the Ameri- 
can, who had been held on a charge 
of political treason. 

Two Austrian mall steamers, man- 
ning four guns each, lie on the left of 
the St. Louis, while to the right the 


Hussar,“ with sixteen guns, and an 
Austrian schooner, carrying twelve 
guns, confront the American boat, 
which mans 22 guns. 

Under the engraving are these 
words: “Gentlemen, the man must be 
given up into some one’s hands on 
shore, else I will take him. My cause 
is that of justice and I cannot fail. I 
have stat the time.” ‘ 

A — Bq oil painting of the incident 
is also in possession of Mr. Ingraham 
at his home on Courtland street, from 
which the engraving on the back of 
the president’s medal was made. The 
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picture is wonderfully preserved and 
gives a graphic impression of the his- 
toric incident. The photograph ac- 
companying this story is a reproduction 
of the picture. . 

Son Tells of Incident. 


The whole story as told by Mr. In- 
graham and substantiated by history, 
is as follows: 


a compatriot with the illustrious Louis 
Kossuth, fled to this country to escape 
the rigors of an Austrian dungeon, 
about the same time Kossuth escaped to 
Turkey for similar reasons. 

After a due course of study of the 
constitution and a republican govern- 
ment he announced his intentions of 
becoming an American citizen. Having 
renounced his allegiance to his native 
land, and believing himself to be a full- 
fledged citizen of the republic of the 
United States, he determined to visit 
his mother country, and with the nec- 
essary papers of citizenry embarked on 
his perilous voyage. 

When he reached Smyrna, on the 
coast of Turkey, he was arrested b 
officers of the Austrian fleet, whieh 
was anchored there, and carried aboard 
the ‘warship “Hussar,” where he was 
heavily ironed and kept in close con- 
finement. 

The American minister, hearing of 
this arrest, advised Captain Ingraham, 
whose ship, the “St. Louis,” was lying 
in the harbor of Smyrna, to demand the 
release of Koszta, and to extend the 
protection of the American flag to him. 


Sends Polite Demand. 


Captain Ingraham sent a polite de- 
mand to the captain of the “Hussar,” 
which was answered by a lieutenant of 
the ship, stating that Koszta was not 
aboard the Hussar.“ Captain Ingra- 
ham, feeling that he was being de- 
ceived, sailed out to where the fleet 
was anchored and demanded from the 
captain a chance to speak with Kossta. 
The captain at first demurred, but 
‘when he realized that Captain Ingra- 
ham knew the man was on board, he 
sent for the prisoner. “Your lieu- 
tenant lied, I see,” said Captain Ingra- 
een to the commander of the Austrian 
ship. 

When the prisoner appeared Captain 
Ingraham asked, “Do you claim the 
protection of the United States?“ 

“I do,” answered the prisoner. 

“Then you shall have it,” 
Captain Ingrahm instantly. 

“Sir,” said Captain Ingraham, “turn- 
ing to the commander of the Austrian 
fleet, “I demand that this prisoner be 
turned over to the French consul as an 
American citizen.” 

The Austrian captain refused to sur- 
render the prisoner, stating that it was 
at the orders of his government that 
' Koszta was held. 

I' give you five minutes in which to 
meet with my demands, and if you fail 
to do 80, you may expect my fire,” said 
Captain Ingraham as he left the ship. 

The guns of the “St. Louis” had al- 
ready been cleared and shotted, and

Thus, for the first time —and not the 
last!—did Austria bow before American 
supremacy. ‘ 

This splendid example of bravery 
stirrred the whole world with admira- 
tion, and upon his return to the United 
States Captain Ingraham was heaped 
with honors, the most notable being 
the presentation of the medal of honor 
by e president of the United States. 

Captain Ingraham died in Charleston 
in 1892, beloved by his own nation and 
honored by the whole world.*A Charles- 
ton paper said of him: “The man who 
did more to uphold the honor of the 


flag of his country than any other man 
in the nation has passed away.” 
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Man in Richmond County 
Jail, Suspected as German 
Spy, Offers to Disclose the 
Entire Teuton Spy System 
in United States.

Augusta, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
A proposition of some significance has 
been made to United States officers sta- 
tioned at Augusta by one Dr. St. Elmo 
Bishop, who is incarcerated at the Rich- 
mond county jail, awaiting the Novem- 
ber term of United States court, when 
charges against him of impersonating 
a government officer will be submitted 
to the grand jury. 

Bishop, a shrewd and well-educated 
man, has offered to turn up the German 
spies who notified the kaiser of the 
departure of the American flotilla of 
destroyers; he also agrees to accom- 
pany government officers to every Ger- 
man spy station and wireless base in the 
United States. In return for which 
he is to be given immunity from pun- 
ishment when his case comes up in No- 
vember. 

Dr. Bishop is 48 years of age. He has 
traveled in every country on the globe 
and speaks eleven different languages. 
He is a fluent conversationalist and of 
very engaging personality. Although 
suspected of being a German spy at the 
time of his arrest several weeks ago, 
he claims that he is a Frenchman and 
a veteran of the present war. 

While government officials have not 
stated positively what they think of 
Bishop’s proposition, they have indi- 
cated that they are seriously consider- 
ing taking him up, and are inclined 
to believe that he has at least some in- 
formation concerning the operation of 
German spies in this country.

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| Efficiency of Registration 
Due to Work of Gen. Nash 


Georgia’s Adjutant General 
Was on Job Night and Day 
Keeping Wires Hot With 
Instructions to Sheriffs. 


The business of registering Georgia's 
250,000 men of military age was carried 
out last Tuesday with a promptness and 
Precision, the like of which has never 
been seen in anything ever before un- 
dertaken in Georgia. 

When Tuesday dawned every country 
registration board and the thousands 
of registrars in the Georgia cities knew 
exactly what they were expected to do, 
down to the very minutest details, and 
Were ready toa man. Throughout the 
entire day, all over the state, from the 
shadows of high office buildings to the 
most insignificant cross roads regis- 
tration place, the work of registration 
went forward without a hitch of any 
sort. Within thirty-six hours after 
the last man had registered reports had 
been made by practically every county 
in the state, and had been made with 


absolute accuracy and faithfulness ‘to, 


intricate instructions, This was one of 
the most remarkable features of the 
registration work. It was really sur- 
prising. The returns of election re- 
Sults to the governor and the secre- 
tary of state is a matter involving 
much less red tape and detail and is 
something that more or less the same 
‘get of men have been doing in Georgia 
for years. Yet it is probable that in no 
election which has ever been held 
in Georgia have the election returns 
been sent in with anything like the 
promptness and the accuracy with 
which the registration returns were 
made to the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral. 
Work of General Nash. 

This wonderful success in the manner 
in which the registration of Georgians 
Was carried out to the letter is due 
almost in its entirety to the incessant 


work of one man. That man is Adjutant 
General J. Van Holt Nash, who has 


supervision of the registration in Geor- 
gia. When Governor Harris designated 
General Nash as the man to direct the 
details of registration, it placed upon 
General Nash the responsibility for 
working out the organization through 
which the registration should be taken 
and the responsibility of seeing to it 
that every single man of the organiza- 
tion of several thousands knew exactly 
what to do and did it. 

This, especially in view of the lim- 
ited time for the work and the fact 
that the entire program of instruction 
had to be carried out by mail and tele- 
Graph, was a stupendous undertaking. 

General Nash, realizing this, bent ev- 
ery energy to perfecting his organiza- 
tion and making every man understand 
just what was to be done. 

First he sent out by mail the detailed 
instructions which were sent to him 
from Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
in Washington. These instructions 
went to the sheriffs of the counties, 
to whom great credit is due for the in- 
telligent and cheerful manner in which 
they co-operated with General Nash 
and followed his instructions to the 
letter. 

Kept Wires Hot, 

Following the mailing of these in- 
structions, General Nash kept a rapid 
fire telegraphic communication with the 
sheriffs, sending out by wire the most 
explicit explanations of all details 
which might in any way be at all puz- 
zling. All inquiries which came to him 
were answered promptly and in detail. 

The situation which had practically 
been worked out, however, became com- 
plicated again in the last few days be- 
fore registration, by the receipt from 
Washington of instructions to change 
the original instructions in a number 
of details. General Nash sent out these 
changes by wire as fast as they came 
in, so that every registration board in 
the state was kept in constant touch 
with exactly what the authorities at 
Washington wished. 

The one thing that General Nash in- 
sisted oh more than all else, after he 
had impressed upon the boards the ne- 
essity of following instructions to the 
letter, was that the information de 
transmitted to the boards promptly. As 


fast as his staff of assistants would 
prepare the telegrams to be sent out, 
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GENERAL J. VAN HOLT NASH. 


General Nash bent all energies to the 


prompt transmittal of these messages. 
Frequently these telegrams went to the 
telegraph companies with instructions: 

“If you can’t reach the man from the 
telegraph office, hire a horse or auto- 
mobile and run him down.” 

In this matter the vast registration 
organization of the state was perfected 


and kept informed upon the smallest 


detail at all times. 

This work required constant presence 
at the desk and the most thorough 
Sraep upon all details of the regis- 
tration system. For the last two weeks, 
General Nash has been in his office 
early morning until late at night. 

The organization for registration in 
Georgia was an undertakin 
testing the administrative and execu- 
tive ability of any official. The efficient 
manner in which the organization was 
perfected and with which it performed 
its duty is a high tribute to the ability 
. of Adjutant General

tion of property, it is not believed that 
the loss of life was very great.

community co-operation and assistance. 

Advice of Leavitt. 

This was the substance of the advice 
given to the fourth ward property own- 
ers by C. W. Leavitt, the noted New 
York landscape engineer, in his ad- 
dress at the chamber of commerce last 
night. 

Mr. Leavitt said that he was unable 
to go into much detail as to specific 
changes needed, because that would 
take time and he was not familiar with 
the needs of the territory involved, and 
could not determine all that was neces- 
sary to be done after one trip through 
the burned zone. 

He did make specific recommenda- 
tions in a number of cases, however. He 
felt that the plan to separate the ne- 
groes from the whites by a park or 
parked street would not be successful 
and advised rather having the races on 
entirely distinct streets with their back 
lots abutting on each other. 

He advised the extension of Wabash 
avenue from North Jackson west 80 
as to make another thoroughfare from 
the city parallel with Forrest avenue. 

Mr. Leavitt said that other cities 
which had suffered from great fires 
had not profited by their disasters as 
they should have done, and in some in- 
case’ it had cost millions of dollars to- 
rectify mistakes in city construction 
which could have been reasonably han- 
died if the proper action had been taken 
in time. 

Did Not Profit by Fire. 

Baltimore had been rebuilt practical- 
ly on the same old lines; Chicago had 
not profited by its great fire, and it 
had cost the city millions of dollars 
later to make changes in street ar- 
rangements Which might have been 
made at little cost at the time; San 
Francisco had only partially learned 
the lesson of her disaster. although the 
city had the benefit of the advice of 
the most eminent landscape engineer of 
the age. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Dr. C. J. Vaughan, chairman of the 
fourth ward rebuilding commission. 
Mr. Leavitt was introduced by Haralson 
Bleckle the architect, who said that 
he had . the distinguished visitor 
for many years, regarded him as one 
of the beast authorities in his line in the 
country, and felt that he had done a 
great thing for Atlanta in being able 


to set him to stop over here for a@ day

Military Features. 

In many respects the commencement 
exercises will be the most significant 
in the history of the school and of a 
decidedly military nature. The usual 
@raduation caps and gowns will be 
supplanted very largely with khaki 
uniforms. General Wood has expressed 
his pride and admiration for the way 
that Georgia Tech has thrown its re- 
sources, including a large percentage 
of the graduates this year, into the 
service of the nation. It is a signifi- 
cant fact that on this, the first com- 
mencement exercises that General Wood 
has taken part in since he left Georgia 
Tech as a student, he comes as the 
senior ranking officer of the United 
States army, engaged in the greatest 
conflict of the world and finds the 
Schoo! upholding his hands with every 
Possible phase of co-operation at its 
‘command. 

Notices have been sent out from 
Washington, urging universities and 
technical schools that can give special 
training to men in engineering, sei- 
ence and commerce, as well as other 
branches, to maintain their institutions 
at the highest degree of efficiency and, 
thereby, rendering a very necessary 
service to the government in providing 
the thousands of young engineers for 
the iniperative service in both active 
Military work and in our industries. 

Tech’s Efficiency to Be Increased. 

General Wood will emphasize the fact

These mil- 
Mary activities will not, however, in- 
terfere in any way with the regular 
engineering work. On the contrary, 
the school is making a special effort to 
Increase its efficiency in every possible

Composed of 
trained business men and experts, it 
will study ways in which the Red Cross 
can best aid French and Belgians, in- 
dividuals and towns, in re-establishing 
themselves. The work of this commis- 
sion will be: 

1. Civilian Relief. Hundreds of thousands 
of refugees in northern France are almost 
entirely dependent on outside aid. There is 
littie food in France; America must sup- 
ply this need. Clothes, too, must be sent 
and ‘the simplest articles of personal ne- 
cessity. 

2. Tuberculosis. One of the outgrowths 
of trench war has been the alarming spread 
of tuberculosis all through France. This 
must be checked and stamped out, not only 
for France's sake, but for the safety of our 
own troops when they arrive abroad. 

3. Medical Needs. How deficient France 
is in hospital and other equipment which

HUMAN INSTITUTIONS AND DIVINE 
AUTHORITY 


BY DR. JAMES E. TALMAGE 


Of the Council of the Twelve, Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints; 


We believe that a man must be called of God, by prophecy, and by the 
laying on of hands, by those who are in authority, to preach the Gospel and 
administer in the ordinances thereof. (Articles of Faith No. 5.) 

Organization is essential to human advancement. The Divine affirmation 
that it is not good for man to be alone may be applied not only to the union 
of the sexés in honorable marriage, upon which the perpetuity of the race de- 
pends, but also to the association of humankind in community life, without 
which co-operation is impossible and the achievements of united purpose would 
be unknown. 0 

Its therefore natural and necessary that men shall establish and main- 
tain institutions for community betterment. The constitution of every liberai 
government recognizes the right of individUals to associate themselves in any 
Organization having worthy purpose, in harmony with the spirit of law and 
order, and not interfering with the rights and privileges of non-members. 

Thus, men may institute societies, associations, and clubs, guilds, fraterni- 
ties, and orders. They may designate their organization as a church if they 
choose, and may enact rules prescribing conditions of admission, and providing 
for the administration of the institution’s affairs. They may go so far as to 
say that no man shall be admitted to the chureh thus created except he be 
baptized by immersion in water by one of thé officials, and that the seal of 
membership shall be the pronouncing of a formula accompanied by the laying 
on of hands. 

But who of us would hazard his reputation as a rational being by asserting 
or even believing that such baptism, administered by an authority c ted by 
man, can be of effect in assuring remission of sins, or that it shall be recognized 
as efficacious by the powers of Heaven? 

Churches, societies, or other associations, established on purely human 
initiative are institutions of men; they can never be aught else. It is in line 
with consistency that such organizations bear the names of men, or that they 
be known by some appellation expressive of their origin, their constitution, 
their peculiarities of government, their location, or some other distinguishing 
feature. Could it be counted less than sacrilege to attach the name of Deity 
to a church called into being in the manner we have assumed? 

The Church of the apostolic epoch was the organization that Christ. had 
established. He very expressively called it My Church (Matt. 16:18); and after 
His departure, every ordinance therein was administered in the name of Jesus 
Christ. By Divine assurance those ordinances were of effect, not only on earth, 
but in Heaven; not alone for time, but for eternity. Of man-made institutions,

“Tittle Bob” is named after his 
grandfather, Robert Tyre Jones, Sr., 
of Canton, Ga. His father, Robert P.

The rise of the Smith Motor Truck 
corporation from a smail concern of less 
than $2,000 of capital two years ago to 
_@& corporation with a capital of $14,- 
000,000, is one of the remarkable sto- 
Ties of the motor truck industry. 

Two years ago, A. D. Smith, who had 
been & marine engineer for a steamship 
line operating between Seattle and 
Yokohama, came to Chicago to market 
his idea of converting pleasure cars 
into commercial trucks. He had, dur- 
ing three years of his spare moments, 
given over to the perfecting of his 
scheme, proved its worth, but he was 
without capital and unable to exploit 
his invention. 

In Chicago he formed an alliance 
with E. I. Rosenfeld, who, after great 
effort, managed to obtain the compara- 
tively insignificant sum of $1,500 with 
which working capital was commencgd. 
When the first attachments were placed 
eon the market, interest rapidly devel- 
oped and funds were accumulated for 
increased production. Fifty thousand. 
dollars was set aside for advertising 
—— Inquiries came in by the 

undreds and the little factory was 
completely swamped. 

Orders were there, but no means of 
filling them. At that critical time sev- 
eral steel men were interested in the 
concern, and materials necessary to 
fill the orders were secured. 

In 1916 10,000 attachments were built 
and sold: and in the first four months 
of this present year the entire output 
of the previous year has already been 
more than doubled. During the month 
of May the contract for solid rubber 
tires with which the rear wheels of 
the truck are equipped, amounted to 
$400,000, illustrating the immense pro- 
duction which is taking place.

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E. W. More, of the Trailer Sales 
Ce., Discusses the Uses and 
Abuses of Trailers. 


E. W. More, manager of the Trailer

‘Tt is but natural that owners of 
heavy horse trucks, which cost a good 
deal to build and are particularly dif-

“There still are a good many wagon 
builders who have not had sufficient 
experience to show them how lamenta- 
bly frail even a heavy horse truck 
proves to be wheh used as a trailer 
with a motor truck. 

“While the work on a big horse truck 
may sometimes appear to be somewhat 
crude and perhaps unnecessarily mas- 
sive, it is in reality nothing of the 
sort. Usually there is very little done 
in the way of calculation of stresses in 
a wagon shop, but the piling of ex- 
perience upon experience has resulted 
in a sort of standardization that is 
quite accurate and satisfactory. When 
a wagon builder has to turn out a job 
he refers to other jobs that have been 
used under approximately like condi- 
tions, and he can tell to a nicety just 
what to put into his work. If he finds 
a record of a broken axle, or settled 
springs, or sprung wheels on a jpb 
of about the size he has in mind, he 
adds a little to his dimensions, or speei- 
fies a better grade of material and goes 
ahead with an easy mind. Because he

Rickets Are Risky. 
“No small part of the traveling of 


such trucks is done over roads paved 
with rough stone blocks, and the dif- 
ference-in the effects of the vibration 
at two and one-half miles an hour and 
eight miles an hour is enormous. At 
the slower speeds the horse truck mere- 
ly climbs the bumps and settles into 
tne hollows with a comparatively easy 
motion. At the higher speeds the tires 
actually bounce from 10 to peak 
with a series of hammer-like blows, and 
the result is destructive to the whole 
of the construction. In two directions 
particularly are the effects apparent. 
The constant bang weakens the 
axles, and breakages occur at the shoul- 
der where the journal joins the axle 
proper. Axle breakages also are apt 
to occur at this point through failure 
of lubrication, causing the box to freeze 
on the journal. If the axle is abnormally 
strong the result may be merely to 
slide the wheel, but not many axles 
will stand much of this sort of treat- 
ment. An indication of the intensity 
of the forces involved is found in the 
fact that brass boxes have been partly 
fused in heavy horse. trucks used as 
trailers and run under the loads they 
were designed for, but at speeds of 
about nine miles an hour. 

“Steel tires suffer from such service. 
The hammering action pounds the 
metal down, forcing it out at the side 
and breaking it out in splinters: the 
tires are peened, so to speak, and en- 
larged and loosened. Also the tremen- 
dous energy that must be contended 
with often crystallizes the steel tire. 

“The wheels themselves often feel 
the effects of high N before any- 
thing else and the first indication is 
a slight cracking creak which, at first’ 
occurring in a single spoke, soon spreads 
until the wheel groans and crackles 
through its complete revolution. When 
a wheel complains in this way there is 
little or no hope for it; it simply is too 
weak for the work, and it is merely a 
question of judgment as to how long 
it can be run before it fails. Tighten- 
ing up or repairing such wheels is a 
waste of time, unless the looseness is 
caused by excessive dryness. Usually 
this is not the case. 

“Springs seem to suffer less than 
other parts of a truck used as a trail- 
er, probably because they are made 
primarily to stand up under heavy work 
and only secondarily as shock absorb- 
ers. The clips, however, are rather 
likely to be points of weakness, not only 
through breakage, but through loosen- 
ing up under the fierce vibration. 

‘That horse trucks will not stand 
up under trailer service, as a rule, is 
not an indication of weakness; it sim- 
ply means that they will not do two 
or three times the work they were 
built to do without wearing out two or 
three times faster. This is perfectly 
logical, for a truck built several times 
stronger than necessary for its norma! 
work would be needlessly expensive 
and heavy.”

It is prob- 
able, however, that the outsiders who are 
the first to enter the market have been 
able to make larger profits than outsiders 
ever get in peace markets, for it has been 
characteristic of the bul] markets of the past 
two years that when the public once started 
buying, they carried the market off of its 
feet. 


Russian News Reflected. 

The news of developments in Russia was 
reflected in the exchange market, 8 
a tremendous decline to new low levels in 
Russian exchange and in Russian bonds, re- 
sulting from the news of steps for a ces- 
sation of warfare by the radicals who are 
in control of affairs in Russia. This might 
well have precipitated a heavy selling move- 
ment in securities, but with the probabili- 
tles in favor of heavy oversubscription 
to the Liberty loan, coming on top of the 
magnificent response of the ten million 
Americans who enrolled for conscription, 
it would have been hard to start a bear 
raid in securities on any external news.

If you are interested in the civic develop- 
ment of Atlanta turn to the fifth page of to- 
* magazine section of The Constitution 
and read the story of Architect Ten Eyck 
- Brown’s suggestion of making a park of the

President Wilson’s communication to the 
new Russian government, published in full 
elsewhere, reaffirms America’s motives ahd 
aims in waging war against Germany and 
the Hohenzollern dynasty in phraseology 
and tones that will admit of no misunder- 
standing. 

It is a masterful presentation) 

As to America’s motives, he reiterates to 
the newly-freed Russians that “she seeks no 
material profit or aggrandizement of any 
kind. She is fighting for no advantage or 


‘selfish objects of her own, but for the liber- 


ation of peoples everywhere from the ag- 
gressions of autocratic force!” 

No territory must change hands as a re- 
sult of the war, says the president, “except 
for the purpose of securing those who in- 
habit it a fair chance of life and liberty;” 
there must be no readjustment of power 
“except such as will tend to secure the fu- 
ture peace of the world and the future wel. 
fare and happiness of its people!“ 

There is enough latitude here to allow the 
victors to meet all reasonable requirements 
of the situation. 

And after what the world has gone 
through since July 28, 1914, all mankind 
should be prepared to approve the presi- 
dent’s declaration that when the war ends 
the political status of Europe “must be al- 
tered in such fashion as to prevent any such 
hideous thing from ever happening again!” 

That is America’s position reduced to its 
final analysis. 

The document setting it forth is such as 
might have been expected from Woodrow 
Wilson in light of his memorable war mes- 
sage of April 2. 

The message should certainly be reassur- 
ing to the Russian people; and at the same 
time it should and will serve to quicken the 
pride of every American and give renewed 
impetus to his spirit of patriotism. 

The man who would not fight for such 


principles as President Wilson here -enun- | 


ciates and the cause which he here makes 
so plain is not worthy to be known as an 
American citizen.

FLAG DAY, 917. 


Flag Day, which is next Tuesday, ought, 
in the very propriety of things, to be ob- 


served more generally throughout the United 


States and with greater fervor and a more 
vehement outpouring of patriotic sentiment 
than ever before since it became a day of 
national observance. 

This is a year of patriotism. We are in 
the midst of the greatest war in our coun- 
try’s history, the winning of which may re 
quire the calling into play of every ounce of 
our resources. At any rate, the fact of the 
war, its causes and our country’s aims to be 
attained, are such as to call forth every 
pulse-beat of our patriotic spirit. 

Ot course, this can be and is given life 
and expression every day as we go about 
our business; but the good that comes of a 
concerted outpouring of it on stated days 
and occasions is great and lasting. 

The occasion of the recent flag-raising at 
Five Points was an event which, purely from 
the standpoint of patriotic expression, At- 
lanta long will remember, and the good that 
came of it was many-fold. 

Another such occasion should be made of 
Flag Day, June 14, when the Star Spangled 
Banner, what it stands for, and especially 
what it means and what a burden devolves 
upon it in this extraordinary year, 1917, 
should upon that day be the uppermost 
thought in the mind of every man, woman 
and child in the United States.

THE COTTON SITUATION. 


In a recent issue The Wiregrass Farm- 
er, Ashburn, Ga., presents a gloomy picture 
of those south Georgia farmers, who, in. the 
face of the best expert opinion and advice 
to be had, yielded to the temptation of high 
prices and planted again heavily in cotton. 
Now they are drinking their regrets. 


The status of the situation is thus set. 


forth by The Wiregrass Farmer: 


„ The spirits of the farmers of south 
Georgia have been, during the spring, in 
a continual depressed condition on = ac- 
count of the lack of growth; in many 
cases, the deterioration and death of the 
cotton plant. However, their spirits be- 
gan to revive the past week as they saw 
some improvement in the crop caused by 
a few days of warm weather. But, alas, 
the encouragement thus begot has turned 
into disconsolancy, for the hot weather, 
the source of their hopes, has brought 
out of his hibernation the dreaded boll 
weevil. They hoped against hope that the 
severe freezes of the winter, as well as 
the unnatural length of time the cold 
weather injected itself into the spring, 
had killed the weevil out. But their hopes 

ave proved all in vain. The dismay is 
nereased by the weak condition of the 
cotton plant and the lateness of the crop. 
Cotton is not as big now—the first week 
in June—ase it usually is the first of May, 
and our farmers fear they cannot now 
make a paying crop. 


They are a “game” lot, however, those 
south Georgia farmers, and with commend - 
able tenactity are going about the business 
of saving what they can of their cotton. 
They have called in a weevil expert to 
advise them what to do, and many of them 
have employed all the labor they can get to 
pick and destroy the weevil-infested squares. 

The condition appears to be not confined 
to any one locality, but, in the language of 
the Turner county farm demonstrator, “it 
exists throughout south Georgia.” 

The Wiregrass Farmer closes its por- 
trayal of the deplorable state of affairs with 
this appeal, which should strike home to the 
heart of every farmer: 


Farmers of Turner: Let us face the 
situation manfully. Prepare for war on 
the weevil. Save all thé scraps we can, 
and in every way possible try and re- 
deem the situation we got ourselves into 
by planting cotton in the face of the 
good advice to the contrary, given by 
the state college of agriculture, depart- 
ment of entomology and other sources. 

It is bad, of course, that the farmers are 
brought to the extremity of having to “save 
all the scraps we can, and in every way 
possible try and redeem the situation we 
got ourselves into by planting cotton in the 
face of the good advice to the contrary,” but 
such is the case; and it is to be hoped that 
the “scraps” that may be saved will prove 
not an inconsiderable part of what the whole 
otherwise would have been, 

And it is to be hoped, furthermore, that 
this one lesson will be enough, and that an- 
other year will find south Georgia fairly 
bulging with food crops and live stock on 


acreage upon which this year the cotton boll 
weevil is causing such dire consternation.

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Mons, the Scene of Many 
Great Military Struggles, 
Established by Caesar 


Mons, famous in the world war as the 
scene of the great battle after which the 
Anglo-French forces began their memorable 
retreat toward Paris, a retreat which finally 
ended on the banks of the Marne, has come 
once more into the limelight through a recent 
order of the Germans providing for the de- 
portation of its citizeris—a fate which has 
befallen the citizens of many of Belgium's 
stricken cities. The National Geographic so- 
ciety, in a war geography bulletin issued 
from its Washigton headquarters, gives the 
following information about Mons, its indus- 
tries before the outbreak of the war, and 
something of its interesting history: 

„As the capital of the province of Hainaut, 
Mons was, up to August, 1914, one 
most thriving cities of Belgium, for was 
the center of the country’s richest coal region, 
Le Borinage. Of the 125,000 coal miners of 
the kingdom three-fourths of the number

“Well,” says the woman who is do- 
ing things, “I get up at 5 o’clock, get 
my house straightened, order my meals, 
fix the children’s lunches, serve break- 
fast and by 9 o’clock my work is well 
done and the servant can carry on the 
work that is planned for her.” 

This is the crisis in the world’s his- 


burdens, for, as Sir Herbert Ames said, 
“The greatest recruiting officer ig the 
wife who knows that if her husband 
goes to the front she will be able to 
feed and clothe her children in his ab- 


sence.” 

“If women would see that there is 
no waste in their kitchen, for a slice 
of bread wasted a day, a teaspoonful 
of butter left on the side of a plate 
and thrown into the garbage can every 
day, a teaspoonful of sugar thrown 
away each day, and the nation has lost 
more than a million pounds of bread, 
eight hundred thousand pounds of sug- 
ar and two hundred thousand pounds of 
butter a day.” e 

I was appalled when I read these sta- 
tistics recently, because in the south 
particularly women do not watch their 
waste as they should. Let us learn to 
buy more carefully and as nearly as 

ssible use the fresh vegetables and 

ruits and save all canned goods for 
winter.

TENTS FOR CAMPING 
ARE IN BIG DEMAND 


“Tt is remarkable how many people 
are inquiring about tents this year, as 
compared to former years,” d D. T. 
Ricks, superintendent of the Cotton 
States Tent company, Friday. “But it 
shows very clearly that people are 
learning the value of actual outdoor 
life. They are realizing that it is far 
more sensible to get a tent and take a 
vacation out in the open, close to na- 
ture, than to go to a stuffy hotel 
where they must wear starched clothes 
and be on their good behavior. Besides, 
the-tent vacation may be taken more 
economically than the other kind, and 
the vacationist will return home re- 
freshed in mind and strengthened 
body. ready to take up his work with 
renewed vigor.

necessary. 

“The present system, under which 
we have the producer or manufacturer, 
the jobber and the retailer, seems as 
economical as any that can be de- 
vised, provided that no exorbitant or 
unreasonable profit is made by any 
of them, and I do not think Mr. Hoov- 
er will interfere with this system. He 
may, however, adopt means to pre- 
vent any excessive profits, and this 
seems to me not only feasible, but 
desirable. I would have no objection 
whatever to such a requirement. 

“If it should be found that a food 
administrator is beneficial and de- 
sirable in time of war—and I am of 
opinion that he will be so found— 
why will he not be useful and desirable 
in time of peace? And, if it is a good 
thing to prohibit the use of grain for 
the manufacture of intoxicants in time 
of war, will it not be wise to prohibit 
its use for that purpose in time of 
peace? It seems to me that the nation 
will not turn backward on these ques- 
tions if the experiments which it is 
apparently about to make should prove 
successful. 

“Reverting again to the cost of food, 
one important cause of the great dif- 
ference between the price paid to the 
producer or manufacturer and the price 
paid by the consumer is found in the 
expensive service which the consumer 
demands., The cost of making deliv- 
eries is frequently high as compared 
with the value of the article, and many 
articles which were formerly sold in 
bulk are now sold in packages of a 
more or less expensive nature; and it 
should be borne in mind that the con- 
sumer pays, not only the original cost 
of the package or carton, but he also 
pays a profit thereon, for the manu- 
facturer’s, jobber’s and retailer’s per- 
centages of profit are, of course, fig- 
ured on the total cost of the finished 
article. In this way, the cost of a 
carton or other container, when it 
reaches the consumer, may be twice 
its original cost. In the case of some 
articles, the cost of the package or 
container is almost or quite equal to 
the cost of the food contained in the 
package. 

“I do not mean to condemn the use 
of packages or cartons for food ar- 
ticles, for they keep the food cleaner 
and are decidedly sanitary, but they 
also add materially to the cost of the 
food. The manufacturer uses cartons 
or packages because the consumer de- 
ares them and is willing to pay for 

em.“

He replied: ‘Bab, we have come to tell 
you that you have Deen elected presi- 
dent of the Capital City club.’ 

“TT won't have the office,’ I replied. 
But they insisted. The club was then 
in the old Miller house on Walton street. 
The place was not big enough. There 
were few tables and chairs at which 
friends could sit, and I told Joe and 
Nathan that night we would have to get 
a better and bigger place and have a 
regular club, with facilities for enter- 
taining. 

“It was during my regime that the 
club purchased the John H. James 
home, corner Peachtree and Ellis streets. 
It was renovated and enlarged, and we 
gave our first large entertainment there 
to Mr. Cleveland. When he was elected 
in 1864, Henry Grady and I had al- 
ready purchased a handsome flag for 
the club, but we could not use it and 
christen it as soon as we expected. 

“It was a whole week before it was 
officially announced that Mr. Cleveland 
was elected. 

“We had been deceived once by the 
too early proclamation of Mr. Tilden’s 
election. 

“When the final news came, Henry 
Grady came to my bank, which was then 
on Alabama street and we got out the 
flag. A negro employee of mine had a 
drum and another a fife, and Henry and 


II headed a procession up to the old state 


capitol, then om Marietta street. The 
house was in session, and Judge Wil- 
liam A. Little, John’s father, was pre- 
siding. 

“The sergeant-at-arms was a little 
uncertain about letting us in, but Judge 
Little knew what had happened, and 
after the first cheering was subsided 
he made formal announcement of the 
election, and we marched up bearing the 
flag to the speaker's desk. 

“The day of our visit to the legis- 
lature, I recall taking a party of my 
friends over to my rooms at the Ar- 
lington,, where Emma (Mrs. Lowry) 
made a bowl of wonderful punch for 
us, and we there celebrated a marked 
period in our social] history, and planned 
for the coming of Cleveland the enter- 
tainment for him.” 

The Presidents. 

Major Mims succeeded Colonel Lowry, 
and Captain Jackson succeeded Major 
Mims. Major Mims again became pres- 
ident, and held the office until his 
death. He was é@ucceeded by Mr. Al- 
bert Howell, the presidents since then 
including Dr. W. 8. Elkin, during whose 
administration President Taft was bril- 
liantly entertained; Mr. John Grant, Mr.

Alan Seeger was born in New York 
though he spent most of his boyhood 
days in Mexico and California.

After this extensive work in Chicago 
and abroad, Dr. Pearce returned to 
Brenau with renewed educational en- 
thusiasm, and began a series of changes 
in the course of study of the college 
which have finally raised this course to 
an equality with the best in the land.

Material Equipment. 

The growth of Brenau in its material 
equipment has been phenomenal.

3 Recent Buildings. 


There has probably not been a sum- 
mer in twenty-five years when some 
improvement was not in progress at 
Brenau. Last summer saw the com- 
pletion of the Sidney Lanier dormitory, 
which is thought to be the last word in 
dormitory ,construction. In the front of 
this building is a large living room two 
stories high, the hall of the second 
story opening upon a balcony in the 
living room. All the rooms in this 
building are arranged in suites of two 
with private bath between. Each room 
may be occupied by two girls, or if 
preferred, one of the rooms may be 
retained as a sitting room and the other 
as a bedroom. 

Student Union \Gymnasium. 

During the present summer the most 
complete gymnasium imaginable is be- 
ing erected. The main floor is laid in 
hardwood and will accommodate easily 
two hundred girls at one time. It con- 
tains a running gallery and several 
rooms for apparatus, offices, etc. The 


swimming pool is 62 feet in length, 22 


feet wide and from 4 to 8 feet deep. 
There are abundant dressing rooms, 
shower baths and other conveniences. 
There is also a double bowling alley, 
which will doubtless prove of much in- 
terest to many. 

The swimming peol will. be ready for 
use of the summer school students and 
the summer Visitors who come to 
Gainesville from. all. sections of the 
south. 

j The Human Element. 

While the material equipment, beau- 
tiful grounds and buildings, and the 
famed healthfulness of its location have 
been important factors in the success 
ef Brenau, Dr. Pearce considers the most 
important elements contributing to 
this success to be the men and women 
who have labored’ with him. For sev- 
enteen years Dr. A. W. Van Hoose, now 
of Shorter college, was intimately asso- 
elated. with Dr. Pearce in the work. 
During that period Mother Van Hoose, 
of sainted memory, wes also an impor- 
tant factor, especially in helping to es- 
tablish the musical reputation of the 
oe the name

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Another important factor was Miss 
Eula Evans, for twenty years the lady- 


principal and dominant apirit of the 


home life of the college. 

In 1910 Dr. and Mrs. T. J. Simmons 
came into the institution, and hdded 
much to the institution, both in the 
number of students and in the strength 
of its ideals and purpose. In the un- 
timely death of Mrs. Simmons the in- 
stitution suffered a great loss, but her 
memory has been perpetuated by the 
erection of a beautiful marble building 
upon the campus. 

Space would not suffice to give even 
a Hst of the names of all who have 
contributed to the success of the in- 
stitution, but this part of the. story 
would not be complete without naming 
at least Otto Pfefferkorn, who, as di- 
rector of music for sixteen years, has 
made the conservatory famous through- 
out the entirg country; and Miss Flor- 
ence Overton, who, for the same period, 
has presided over the school of oratory 
which has become equally famous; and 
Miss Eva Pearce, who as dean and lady 
principal, has wisely directed the home 
life of the students during that critical 
period of change from the ideals of a 
seminary for girls to the broader ideals 
and larger liberty of a college for 
young women. 


The Present Faculty. 

The present faculty consists of about 
forty members, who represent in their 
training the best universities and con- 
servatories, both in this country and 
Durope. The majority of them have 
been with the college many years and 
are thoroughly imbued with the ideals 
which have made the institution so suc- 
cessful, 

The Success of Brenau. 

The secret of the success of Brenau 
may be found largely in the good un- 
derstanding which exists between the 
faculty and students. As early as 1898 
a system of self-government was es- 
tablished, which was at that time prac- 
tically untried in any college for wom- 
en in the south. The students were 
impressed with the fact that the fac- 
ulty were not masters or rulers, but 
friends and counsellors. They were 
taught that the rules of the college 
were not for the purpose of restricting 
their liberty, but rather for the pur- 
pose of giving each student the largest 
liberty consistent With ‘good order. 

This attitude of the faculty toward 
the student, and the personal and in- 
dividual interest which accompanied it 
has resulted in an esprit du corps in the

This spirit was especially manifest 
in the campaign for a new gymnasium 
which was brought to a successful close 
during the past year. In the begin- 
ning of the campaign, some two or 
three years ago, {he students volun- 
tarily offered to go without meat for 
breakfast for a term, and the money 
thereby saved by the college was placed 
to their credit as a nucleus for a gym- 
nasium fund. During the past year 
an active campeign for subscriptions 
was conducted by the students and @ 
fund of over ten thousand dollars was 
realized, 


New Era for Pena. 


After having spent twenty-five years 
in building up the institution, De 
Pearce has recently taken a step which 
he has contemplated for many years. 
He has agreed to transfer the title of 
the entire property to a board of trus- 
tees upon condition that these trustees 


“will raise an adequate endowment.for 


the constantly increasing necessities 
of the college. 


The motive which actuates him is 
primarily pride in the institution for 
which he has spent his life. He desires 
to see its perpetuity assured during 
his lifetime, and moreover, to see it 
take rank financially with similar in- 
stitutions in the north. Aside from 
this pride in this creation of his labor 
and sacrifice, there is also the more 
philanthropic desire to contribute to 
the great cause of education which he 
believes the most worthy cause which 
can appeal to the philanthropy of man- 
kind, for “if the problem of education 
is completely solved all of the social 
and economic and even religious prob= 
lems will have been solved likewise.” ©

The boy and girl of the moment 
who still have before them the oppor 
tunity of the higher education should 
make the best use of that opportunity.

Though the duty of the letter carrier is one requiring strength and physical 
endurance, health and quickness of action, it is still one to which women 


can easily adapt themselves. 


They are required to pass the same examination in France, the civil 
service requires of men, and with the spirit the French women have already 
proven—their ability to fulfill every responsibility and obligation—there can 


be no doubt that they will be efficient letter carriers. 


With always the hope that each day is going to bring news that inter- 
national difficulties are going to be settled, we must nevertheless act upon 
the national preparedness principle and prepare as best that we can for 
whatever may happen. Therefore, women as mail carriers in this country 
does not suggest an avocation that would be either unwelcome or improbable. 


They could do it—and do it well. 


This principle of individual preparedness was so courageously illustrated 
to me the other day when a young Georgian of 19, enlisted by one of the 
ambulance corps, was telling me of his arrangements to go. 

“I took home my trunk and everything to mama last week,” he said. 

“Then I went to say good-bye to my aunt, for, of course, I do not expect 


to come back.” 


“Then do you expect to pursue your profession in France whén the war 


is over?” I asked. 


“You would make a good correspondent.” 


“Why, no,” he replied, “but I expect to be killed.” 
“I go realizing that, and mama and my aunt know that, but they know 


am doing right; they would not have me do anything else but go.”

A Man’s View 
Of Woman’s Part. 


Some time ago I had a man laughing- 
ly assert that though he was past 50 
years of age, he still expected to live to 
gee a perfectly well organized and jus- 
tifiable campaign for “men’s rights.” 
“Women will secure not only their 
rights political,” he said, but they will 
have those rights plus their still great- 
est power influence and when they 
get all of this, and get what they think 
they want from the government and 
the world generally, what.is going to 
be left for the men?!“ 

“It is at this period of history I ex- 
pect to see the men's rights campaign 
launched, and then there will have to be 
a reckoning, and some definition of how 
far women can go in their demands. 

Then he rather seriously urged that 
in the opening of new avocations to 
her in the opening of cer- 
tain positions to women, hitherto oc- 
cupied exclusively by men, some emi 
sideration must be given the men not in 
war service; those men who, though 
they are not included in the first forces 
sent into the army, still are the men 
who are the supporters of the family 
at home—the ones who will keep up 
the activities at home—that will war- 
rant the country paying the war bills, 
the largest amount of which it would 
seem this country is going to be called 
upon to pay, anyway. 
CONSIDERATION 
URGED. 


This consideration, he urged, was 
reasonable, but I explained to him that 
it was a matter for the men themselves 
to look into, and to direct, for still con- 
ditions are such men direct all the large 
institutions and corporations, and em- 
ploy the labor. Surely they would not 
discriminate against the man employees. 
Nor can one believe that men generally 
could, for one instant, in the present 
emergency save on their pay rolls by 
employing women at 4 smaller wage 
than they would have to pay the men 
who had previously held the same posi- 
tions. Therefore, it seemed to me that 
the consideration of the men still with 
us would have to be looked after en- 

men. 

2 7 had to take issue with my 
friend when he observed that he did 
not think the position of mail carrier, 
for instance, was one which women 
could, as a rule, fill, because it re- 
quired too much walking and a certain 
endurance he did not think even the 
exceptional woman possessed. 

“They would have to Bo from house 
to house at certain hours, rain tc, 
shine,” he described. “They would have 
to carry large packets of mail, etc.” I 
reminded him of the hikes women had 
been taking for years under the head of 
athletics; of the strength required for 
cross-country riding, and the endurance 
women of the time have exhibited in 
tennis, golf, motoring and similar out- 
of-door sports.

dreadfully tired by these inane exer- 
tions, that when evening comes, she 
has a time boosting herself with strong 
coffee, so she can dance somewhere sev- 
eral hours, and thus complete her idea 
probably of a ‘perfect day.“ 

A life of this kind uses up a woman's 
nerve and strength far more than mail- 
carrying would, and brings her and her 
family in absolutely nothing except oft 
times, in the end, many bils from nerve 
specialists and rest cures, to say noth- 
ing of the trouble such women give 
by their continuous petty gossip, and 
their idle tongues. 

I reminded him that the women who 
say cruel things about one another; 
who are continually carping about their 
neighbors, who are critical of young 
and old, and who believe that clever- 
ness. consists of the wit aimed always 
at the expense of. others are the women 
who in their pursuit of self-indulgence, 
and who, though they may complain of 
lack of strength have a great deal of 
strength to endure, and require a great 
deal of the spirit of endurance on the 
part of the women who must in one 
way or another cope with them. 


If Uncle Sam ever does conscript the 
women I hope there will be somebody 
in the government who will know how 
to classify women according to what 
they ought to do as well as what they 
can do, and that if he sees one he 
thinks that has walked miles a day 
doing nothing, that he will find her a 
nice job somewhere in the rural de- 
livery department, at a time when there 
will be a scarcity of the little mail 
wagons which now do the work in the 
rural delivery department. 

It is not right for a few women to do 
all the work, especially among those of 
the leisure element, as the situation is 
now. For every one woman I know of 
who is doing her best in the various 
forms of war relief now, there are 
ten who ought to be helping, and these 
from among the women who, in the 
popular aceptance of women responsi- 
bilities, have nothing to do. 


Who Will 
Serve Here? 


While the “natural preparedness” 
work goes on in town, and the young 
women here have access to the school 
of domestic science, directed by the 
Junior League, and two groups of 
young women will graduate in the de- 
partment of domestic science in the 
Girls’ High school this month, a call 
comes from the mountain settlement 
near Tate, Ga., where there are a num- 
ber of girls and boys who are doing 
their part toward “Preparedness.” The 
boys are learning to till the soil, build 
roads, plant crops. They are building 
their own church, and schoolhouse and 
community house, and the girls wish 
to learn to do home gardening, to cook, 
and to can and preserve, and to do all 
the useful things they hear that they 
can do, and join the preparedness 
march of the boys and girls of the na- 
tion. 

The community house is nearly com- 
pleted and in this will be the room 
in which domestic science can de 
taught. But there are two most neces- 
sary factors of success needed—equip- 
ment for the work, and a teacher to 
teach this particular branch—domestic 
science. 

Mr. John Riis, the director of the set- 
tlement, which has been founded dy 
Mr. Samuel Tate, of Tate, was in At- 
lanta this past week, and brought an 
inspiring story of the work which is 
drawing the interest of the mountain- 
eer inhabitants of that section. He 
hopes to begin the work of the school 
in July, and believes that the most im- 
portant branch which is to be initiated 
is that which will teach the boys and 
girls how to live; the girls how to 
cook, how to keep house and how fi- 
nally to beautify it; and the boys how 
to build the house, till the soil and 
plant the crops. 8 

It is an opportunity for a group of 
missionary spirits, experts in domestic 
ecience, to lend a helping hand to the 
mountain sisters. These spirits might 
arrange each one to give a week out 
of their summer to this form of patri- 
otic preparedness ‘work, for these 
young mountain people are eager to 
take their place with their brothers 
and sisters now working in the war cri- 
sis, and to do their part toward na- 
tional efficiency and national prepared- 
ness.

Miss Parker 
To Address League. 


Miss Grace Parker, of the National 
League for Woman's Service, will ad- 
dress the members of the league and 
all men and women interested in the 
league’s work, at St. Mark’s Methodist 
church, Wednesday morning, June 20, 
at 11 o’clock. Mrs. William Lawson 
Peel, chairman of the Georgia divi- 
sion of the league, has invited the state 
chairmen of the organization to be 
present at the meeting, as well as all 
members of the various committees 
working. 

On this occasion Miss Parker, who 
is one of the most brilliant women 
speakers in the country, will describe 
the purposes of the movement, the ac- 
complishments of it in the various 
states where there are divisions. 

She will describe her visit to England 
last year, where she went to study par- 
ticularly the relief work being done by 
the women in, that country and in 
France. It was the force of the mes- 
sage she brought back from abroad 
which inspired the organization of the 
League for Woman's Service, with its 
departments of registration, agricul- 
ture, and food production; social and 
home service, commissariat and can- 
teen service.

mountain school. Arts and crafts ex- 
hibits have been frequently featured by 
club women at their annual meetings, 
and the state and county fairs have had 
mediocre exhibits from time to time. But 
probably the beginning of a more gen- 
eral interest of women in the practice 
of the arts and crafts among ‘women 
was in the woman's department of the 
Southeastern fair. Mrs. Moore was the 
chairman of the committee and the ex- 
hibit under her direction was one of 
the best yet made in the south on any 
similar occasion. So many were the in- 
quiries following the exhibit that early 
in the year Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, pres- 
ident of the woman’s department of the 
Southeastern fair, urged Mrs. Moore to 
take the chairmanship for the forth- 
coming fair. A 

Backing the Sermon. 

Actuated by the same principle that 
moved the Hon. G. Gunby Jordan to 
study kindergartening, Mrs. Moore de- 
termined to make a more practical study 
of handicrafts. 
ident of the Eagle and Phoenix mills, 
was one of the first of southern mill 
men to establish welfare work among 
his factory people. He had established 
a church, a hospital and a school and 
a day nursery, when the educational ex- 
perts urged upon him to establish a 
kindergarten for the mill children of 
the’ district. The colonel frankly ad- 
mitted that he did not understand the 
theory of the kindergarten—it looked 
like “frills” to him-—but he was will- 
ing to learn. In that businesslike ac- 
ceptance of things which has character- 
ized his splendid career through life, 
he took up the study of the kindergar- 
ten with the result that the first kin- 
dergarten among the mill children of 
Georgia was started in the mills of 
which he was the director.

Hand-wov- 
en rugs she has learned to do with ar- 
tistic accomplishment, and now she is 
making the prettiest laces, exactly the 
same ones so admired in the looms of 
the Italian, Austrian and German wom- 
en.

The value of Mrs. Moore having thus 
prepared herself to ‘show the way to 
do” the things that the women of the 
mountain and rural districts have been 
urged to do, can be especially “appre- 
clated by those women who have 
charge of state and local fairs. 

There is almost a pathos about the 
lack of efficiency in the work brought. 
It would be accepted and although 
prizes were awarded the dest, even 
“that best” is often not up to the stand- 
ard. When the exhibitors are told 
wherein their work could be improved, 
they naturally wondered how and why, 
because there is no one to tell them 
how to do any better. 

But with some one equipped in the 
actual accomplishment of handicrafts, 
a most inspiring lesson can be given, 


and when the women who make exhit- 
its this coming fall attend the fair they 
will find the chairman of the handicraft 
department actually doing the work 
she would urge the women of Georgia 
to do. 

As will be seen in the above IIlustra- 
tion, Mrs. Moore has the loom for the 
weaving of rugs, another for towels, 
and several for different kinds of haces.

HE naval operations of the light draft blockade-runners. 


Civil War, 1861-18665, 
were of such vast propor- 
tions that a bird’s-eye 
view is incomplete and 
distorted like a view of 
the entire world at a 
glance. 
The operations of the 
Confederate Navy were 
heaviest near home but 
extended in a thin line 
around the world, limited 
only by the means at hand in the way 
of ships, guns and fuel, for there was 
no lack of skill, ability, courage, or 
enterprise. 

The Union blockade of the Confed- 
erate States coast, declared in 1861, 
was tightened rapidly. Harbors and 
river mouths were seized and held as 
bases from which to attack by land 
and sea. Rivers were occupied, both 
‘as lines of Union communications and 
as blockading barriers between Con- 
federate areas. Blockading squad- 
rons swarmed about the Atlantic ports 
from Maine to Mexico. although the 
declared blockade began in Chesa- 
peak Bay and ended at the Rio 
Grande, 3,600 miles of coast pierced 
by some two hundred inlets deep and 
shallow, along the shores of nine 


States of the realm ot King Cotton.

Providence was surrounded by a 
legion of small islands over which the 
greatest naval power of the world 
thréw a protection as complete as that 
of gun-fire. Vessels from blockaded 
ports, when hard pressed, often found 
refuge among these islands, reefs and 
shoals, and skillful pilots brought them 
through in safety. Nassau, before 
the war, was of small importance, 
given chiefly to fishing and wrecking. 
The war brought shipping, trade, 
merchandise and munitions for the 
Confederacy, cotton for England, 
banks, brokers, government. agents, 
many people and much money. 

Bermuda enjoyed in smaller meas- 
ure ‘the profits and pleasures of 
blockade-running. It was some 700 
miles from Wilmington, the chief Con- 
federate port of the runners during 
the last year of the war. 

Havana was of stil! less importance, 
for the Gulf blockade was alert and 
it was a thousand miles to Galveston 
or Matamoras and six hundred to 
Mobile. 

Matamoras, Mexico, ‘forty miles 
from the mouth of the Rio Grande and 
opposite the town of Brownsville, 
Texas. offered pecultar opportunities | 
for trade, contraband and otherwise. 
Lighters transferred cargoes to and 
from the river mouth which could not 
be blockaded,. and .Matamoras, able 
to conduct trade across the boundary 
with the Confederacy, became a 
flourishing .emporium. Several ves- 
sels bound for Matamoras were seized 
but.most of them were released, on the 
ground that a neutral port could not 
be blockaded and there was no breach 
of blockade in sailing for it. In the 
case of the Peterhoff, seized with pa- 
pers showing Matamoras as destina- 
tion, only the contraband part ot her 
cargo was condemned. 

When the advantages of a neutral 
destination were fully understood the 
blockade-runners from Europe 80 


cleared and waited for a chance to 


run to their real destination. The 
U. A Courts, after a time, held, in 
accordance with the old principle of 
the British prise courts known as the 
“doctrine. of: continuous voyage“ that. 
the mere touching at an intermediate 
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port of a vessel engaged in an illegal 
voyage could not legalize such voyage. 
Therefore, a vessel cleared from Bar- 
celona with the intention of touching 
at Matamoras and proceeding to Gal- 
veston was, if such intention could be 
proved, subject to capture and con- 
demnation on the ground that the 
two voyages were, in fact, one and 
the game voyage. 

The blockade-runners met this difi- 
culty by transshipping. At Nassau 
freight was unloaded and piled on 
the docks. Cargoes between Nassau 
and Europe were carried in the heavy 
freighters; those between Nassau and 
blockaded ports were taken in light- 
draft steamers of high speed and low 
visibility, almost noiseless machinery, 
and handled by. skillful: pilots and 
masters. The wages for a single 
round trip, Nassau to Wilmington 
and.back in 1864, were $18,000 of 
which the captain received 63,000, 
the pilot 33,750, the chief engineer 
32.500 and the chief officer $1,250. 

As cargoes from Liverpool to Nas- 
gau were then made liable to capture, 
the plan was tried for a time, of 
shipping by regular lines from Liver- 
pool to New York, thence to Nassau. 
on the supposition that the United 
States would not interfere with com- 
merce between her own ports and 
those of a’ neutral. As soon as it 
was discovered that trade from New 
Tork to Bermuda and Nassau was 
assuming jarge proportions, the Col- 
lectors of U. S. Ports, under instruc- 
tions, refused clearance on suspicion, 
or required: ample security that such 
cargoes should not fall into enemy's 
hands, and the trade resumed its 
usual: course from Europe via Ber- 
‘muda, Nassau and Havana. These 
details are mentioned in explanation 
of the difficulties. of the blockading | 
squadron and as having a N on 
more recent conditions.

France, Sunday morning, June 19, 
1864. The Alabama had 149 men 
and officers, one 100-pounder rifle, 
one VIII-inch shell gun (68 pounds), 
six 32-pounders, eight guns, total 
weight of projectiles 360 pounds. 
The Kearsage had 163 men and 
officers, two <XI-inch guns, (186,- 
pounders), four 32-pounders, one 
rified 30-pounder, seven guns, total 
weight of projectiles 430 pounds. The 
fight began at 10.57 A. M. The ves- 
sels were headed in opposite directions 
and about 1,000 yards apart, broadside 
to broadside, firing rapidly and mov- 
ing around in circles until seven revo- 
lutions were completed, near the close 
of the battle. At noon the Alabama 
was settling in the water, and a boat 
from her announced the surrender. 
The British yacht Deerhound at Win- 
slow’s request picked up 42 persons, 
including Captain Semmes, and took 
them to Southampton, England. Of 
seventy prisoners taken by the Kear- 
sage three were dying and seventeen 
wounded. They were immediate- 
ly paroled at Cherbourg. The en- 
gagement lasted an hour and twen- 
ty minutes; after the last shot was 
fired the Alabama sank in 40 fathoms 
of water. A shell (100-pounder) was 
found buried in the stern-post of the 
Kearsage, and Captain Semmes said 
that the fate of the battle was decided 
by the defects of a percussion cap. 
The post with shell is at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. 
Cruise Of The Florida. 

The C. 8. 8. Florida, formerly 
Manassas and Oreto, was placed under 
the command of Lieutenant J. N. Maf- 
fitt, C. S. Navy, at Nassau, New Provi- 
dence, in August, 1862, took on her 
stores and battery of two VIlI-inch 
rifles and six VI- inch guns near Green 
Cay, suffered the ravages of yellow 
fever, and, short of officers and men, 
unable to fire a gun, on September 4, 
ran the blockade into Mobile, dashing 
past the blockading squadron in broad 
daylight. The Florida was nearly shot 
to pieces. After three months’ repairs 
she sailed out under the command of 
Mafmfit January 16, 1863, through the 
blockading squadron, and in five 
months took and destroyed: fourteen 
prizes between New York and Brazil. 

The Florida was refitted at Ber- 
muda, sailed for Brest, and was there 
repaired. Maffit was relieved’ by 
Commander J. N. Bartley. C. 8. 
Navy and he in turn by Lieutenant 
Charles Manigault Morris, C. 8. 
Navy. The Florida sailed February 


10, 1864, and in July raided the ship- |} 


ping along the coast of the United 
States, causing great excitement. 
While at anchor in the neutral har- 
bor of Bahia, Brazil, she was rammed 
and captured October 7, 1864, by the 
U. 8. S. Wachusett,. under Commander 
Napoleon Collins, U. 8. Navy, and with 
seventy prisoners, officers and men, 
was taken to Hampton Roads where 
ashe was sunk by a “common accident” 
according to the findings of a court. 
For this violation of the rights of a 
neutral power, and as an amende, a’ 
squadron of U. Navy vessels was 


forty United States vessels to stop its 
wild career. 

The C. S. S. Tallahasse, a twin- 
screw steamship (formerly the Atlanta 
and afterwards the C. 8. . Olustee), 
under Commander John Taylor Wood, 
C. S. Navy, left Wilmington August 6, 
passed the blockaders, called at Hali- 
fax, and arrived back at Wilmington 
August 26, 1864. In this cruise’ she 
captured thirty-three vessels. There 
were burned, sixteen; scuttled, ten; 
bonded, five; and released, two. This 
cruise, following close on the heels 
of that of the Florida under Morris, 
arqused serious apprehensions, partic- 
ularly as the U. S. Consul at Halifax, 
reported that cruisers similar to the 
Tallahassee were expected to leave 
Wilmington daily and on like errands, 
closing his dispatch with the words: 
“Of this there is no doubt.” 

The Shenandoah. 

The C. S. 8. Shenandoah, under 
Lieutenant J. I. Waddell, C. 8. Navy, 
was commissioned at Los Desertas 
near Madeira, October 19, 1864, and 
sailed for the Pacific Ocean to destroy 
the New England whaling fleet. She 
was formerly the Sea King, a fast and 
staunch British steamship. 

The Shenandoah cruised via Cape 
of Good Hope and Australia to the 
North Pacific and Bering Strait. By 
June 28, 1865, the Shenandoah had 
destroyed thirty-two vessels and bond- 
ed six with a total appraised value of 
$1,172,233. On August 2, receiving 
word from the British bark Barra- 
couta, in 16 degrees North 121 degrees 


West, of the overthrow of the Con- 


federate government, the long voyage 
of 17,000 miles to England via Cape 
Horn was begun. It ended November 
6, 1865, at Liverpool, in surrender to 
the British Government. 

The Shenandoah carried eight guns; 
four VIII-inch two 32-pounders, and 
two 12-pounders. She visited in her 
cruise every ocean except the Ant- 
arctic. Her anchors weré on her bows 
Yor eight months. The staunch ship 
made 658,000 miles without serious 
mishap, carrying the “Stars and Bars” 
around the world. On her journey 
from the Alentian Islands to St.) 
George's Channel she sailed 23,000 
miles in 122 days without seeing land. 
on June 22, 1865, in the Arctic 
Ocean off Cape Navarin, the C. 8. . 
Shenandoah fired the last gun of the 
Confederates States Navy, and, 
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believed the last gun of the Civil war. 


The war of 1861 is gone more than 
half 4 century. 


It was a compara- 


tively civil war as conducted between 


Navy people, South and North, 
Navy prisoners were generally ex- 
changed or paroled speedily. The off- 
cers had been like brothers, many of 
them for a generation. 

Occasionally a Navy capture—after 


the capture—was more like a reunion 


of friends than a conquest of one 
enemy by another. 3

if a city were run according to dig 
business methode what would be the 
result? Dayton, Ohio, is the answer, and 
according to P. C. McDuffie, well known 
Atlanta attorney, who has recently 
returned from a trip to that city, 
where he investigated thoroughly its 
politics, or rather lack of politics, Day- 
ton is now a living inspiration to other 
‘cities to adopt a similar plan of gov- 
ernment. 

Une commission form of government 
in Dayton,” said Mr. McDuffie in an in- 
terview granted a Constitution re- 


porter, “has revolutionized the city, 
which, with the routing of petty po- 
litical perasites, is now 
like the proverbial green bay tree. 
“The application of business sense, 
to the end that Dayton during the past 
three years has deen run just as any 
general manager would guide a dig 
corporation, has strongly appealed to 
the thinking people of the city, and 
there is little danger that the commis- 
sion-manager form of government 
there will ever pass out of existence. 
This is the consensus of opinion of 
the dig and little taxpayer, all of whom 
will rapidy admit that they are today 
receiving more of service and satis- 
faction from the city’s share of each 
dollar than ever before in its history. 
“In 1911 Dayton received from gen- 
eral taxes $643,000; in 1912, $480,000; 
1918, $557,000; 1914, $572,000; 1915, 6670. 
000; and in 1916, $605,000. When the 
commission-manager government de- 
came effective January, 1914, officials 
found that they had inherited an ob- 
ligation of $125,000, contracted d 
former political officials who had deen 
compelled to borrow that amount to 
meet operating expenses. Since that 
date. however, the city has lived with- 


flourishing. 


in its income, and in installments has 
iquidated $60,000 of that ‘inheritance.’ 
And on the first day of January, 1917, 
there was on hand in the city treasury 
a cash balance of $49,291, despite the 
fact that there was received from gen- 
eral taxation in 1916 $166,000 less than 
during 1915. 
Only One Answer. 

“There is but one answer to the 
question of how Dayton has been able 
to meet demands and greatly increase 
its services for the people. Efficiency, 
economy and intelligent interest and ef- 
fort on the part of the 900 persons in 
the official family; the elimination of 
politics and partisan weste; the banish- 
ment of petty contractors who used to 
thrive off the favoritism manifest in 
city hall; judicious buying and. capable 
direction. In fine, the success is due to 
the application of business sense and 
the underlying motive to give a maxi- 
mum ot service at a minimum cost. 

“City Manager Henry M. Waite re- 
ceives a salary of $12,500 annually for 
directing this corporation, capitalized 
at $177,000,000 (the amount of the tax 
duplicate), for its 150,000 stockholders 
(the estimated population). He doesn't 
know the political affiliations of any 
employee, but he does know whether or 
not each is efficient and earning his 
pay. City Manager Waite, the commis- 
sion and the 900 employees, have pro- 
duced results never dreamed of by the 
politicians of other days. There have 
been introduced new and broadened ac- 
tivities, looking to the service and wel- 
fare of the people, that are nn 
breaking. 

Health te Forefront. 


“Determined that the life of one resi- 
dent is worth the combined effort of 
the whole city,. officials have placed 
health and public welfare in the fore- 
front of activities. The death rate, per 


one thousand of population, has been 
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reduced from 16.7 to 13. Thus, it will be 
seen that city officials are saving near- 
ly 300 human lives annually. In 1918 
one baby out of every eight born pass- 
ed away ‘before it attained the age of 
twelve months. In 1914 this was cut to 
one out of every ten, and today it is 
one out of every eleven. The death 
rate for babies alone is only 88 out 
of every thousand born, whereas the 
record for the entire country is 124 out 
of every thousand. 

“These results have been obtained 
through efficient Menn of meat, 
milk and foodstuffs; inflexible quaran- 
tine regulations; bacteriological re- 
search; definite sanitary. rules; baby 
clinics and free milk stations, and the 
education of the people through the 
agencies of a large corps of visiting 
nurses and sanitary officers. 

“The health and happiness of ail res- 
idents is further promoted through the 
maintenance of enlarged and supervised 
parks and playgrounds.. Recreational 
activities have been advanced more than 
90 per cent during the last three years. 
There was one acre of park or recrea- 
tional space for each 5,948 persons three 
years ago; today the proportion is one 
acre to each 838 persons. And it costs 
taxpayers only 40 cents per minor per 
year to maintain these supervised rec- 
reational places. In 1916 child attend- 
ance increased 27.5 per cent and adult 
attendance 77.2 per cent. 

„Under the supervision of the division 
of recreation last year 29 school Far- 
dens were worked by 1,400 children. 
In addition there were 9858 vacant lot 
gardens, and 1,787 backyard gardens. 
The cost of this activity was $5,500, 
and the return about $25,000 in products 
raised. Thus, industry, education and 
fighting the high cost of living went 
hand im hand. 

Correctional Farm Bought. 
“A correctional farm, to take care of 


workhouse prisoners, was purchased 
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in 1916, and besides a yield of products 
worth about $3,000, misdemeanants 
were given healthful occupation and 
more nearly fitted to again take their 
places in society. Prisoners also gave 
to the city, in labor in parks, on the 
streets and elsewhere—work which 
Otherwise would not have been done— 
30,000 work days. Many prisoners were 
paroled to work in factories, their only 
liberty being to labor outside during 
the day, that their earnings might be 
taken over by authorities and devoted 
to their dependent families and to out- 
standing obligations. Thus, many were 
helped to meet their debts, and at the 
same time served their sentences, 


A free legal aid bureau takes up 
the cases of indigents, to the end that 
exact justice is meted out. Loan sharks 
have sung their swan song, and instail- 
ment houses here have harnessed thelr 
greed. A free employment bureau et- 
ficiently fulfills its mission and last 
year placed 14,000 persons in positions. 
A civic music league was organized and 
a dosen stars of the first magnitude 
were heard in entertainments at only 
fifty cents admission for each concert. 


‘In the department of service the 
eight-hour day was inaugurated and 
wages were advanced 25 to 37% per 
cent. In spite of this, twice as much 
work was done in 1916 at one-half the 
cost of the same amount in the days of 
politics. Asphalt repair that used to 
cost $1.65 per square yard now costes 
only 66 cents; street flushing used to 
cost $12.78 per mile, now it is being 
done for $2; the price for street oiling 
was reduced 40 per cent; garbage col- 
lection used to cost $2.60 per ton, and 
now it is being done for a.dollar less: 


garbage collection has doubled and 
wagons are covering nearly twice as 
many miles per day as they did under 
political rule. Through the building of 
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domestic waste in 1916 yielded an in- 
come of $10,000, as against former an- 
nual charge of approximately $62,000.

During the past two 
years the possibilities of the water- 
works pumping station have been in- 
creased 61.5 per cent, and 60 per 
cent more water (448 gallons) is pump- 
ed per pound of coal than in 1913 and 
distributing mains have been increased

ing in all parts of the city than ever 
before in the history of Dayton. Com- 
plaints on the service have deen re- 
duced 80 per cent, estimated bills re- 
duced 40 per cent, delinquencies reduc- 
ed 90 per cent.

TO ONE-DAY TRIP TO INDIAN SPRINGS 
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One May Go * Way of 
McDonough and Return 
Through Griffin, or Vice 
Versa, Stopping Off for 
Look at “Big Dam.”

Here is a Sunday automobile trip 
which can really be made with abso- 
lute comfort over fine roads! 

The trip, which was covered by “The 
Dixie Rover,” The Constitution-Stude- 
baker scout car, last Sunday, consists of 
a loop trip from Atlanta to Indian 
Springs, going via McDonough, and re- 
turning vie Griffin. 

The trip is a leisurely jaunt of but 
125 miles, with good roads all the 
way. Optional is a fine little side trip 
of about 16 miles extra over to “Big 
Dam,” or the Central Georgia Power 
plant, near Jackson. 

One may leave Atlanta about 7 
o'clock In the morning and easily ar- 
rive at Indian Springs ®y 10 or 10:30 
v’clock. Or, if you choose to make the 
side trip to “Big Dam,” you will be 
able to get to Indian Springs about 
11:30, 


TIME FOR DIP 
IN SWIMMING POOL. 


At Indian Springs you get lunch. 
You will then have time to look up 
your friends who are spending a lit- 
tle time at the various hotels, take a 
dip in the swimming pool, and find 
yourself in great shape for the return 
trip. 

Returning, if you take the’ road to 
Milner and go from there via the 
Dixie Highway to Griffin, you pass the 
High Falls power plant, a picturesque 
spot that agreeably breaks any monot- 
ony of the run. 

The run to Indian Springs and re- 
turn, a great deal of which lies over 
the Atlanta-Macon road, is a most 
agreeable eurprise in road improve- 
ment. The “Dixie Rover“ made the 
trip from Atlanta to Macon some six 
weeks ago and found the roads in bad 
shape. The portion of the Atlanta- 
Macon road covered last Sunday was in 
fine shape, having been dragged for 
most of the way and rendered smooth 
and hard. 

For the information of those who 
may contemplate e trip to Macon, lat- 
est information from Monroe county, 
where the roughest part of the Atlanta- 
Macon road has been this spring, is 
that the road has been put in good 
shape, making the long hills of that 
county readily negotiable. The Clay- 
ton county stretch of road is\aleo in 
good shape, so that now it ie likely 
there will be no difficult stretch of 

road on the trip from Atlanta to Ma- 
con.

This mile or more of macadam is bad- 
ly worn and should have some surface 
work done upon it at once.
